reasons for the resignation. 


Joseph D. Stecher, executive di- 
rector of the ABA, said last month 
Warren's resignation first came 
to ABA attention in the form of 
a note from Warren's secretary 
saying he had received a bill for 
annual dues and adding he had 
resigned in the fall of 1957. 


Stecher said Warren told him in 
a letter in early January he had 
submitted his resignation in the 
fall of 1957. 

HAD NO RECORD 


The bar executive said then the 


organization had no record of 


having received that resignation. 
The January letter from Warren 
formed the basis of Friday's ac- 
tion by the board of governors.

In his statement the Soviet del- 
egate threw out the “new propo- 
sal” that the foreign “controllers” 
could be given operational tasks, 
the Soviet spokesman claimed. 
Tsarapkin did not go into such 
particulars as what the tasks 
might be, but he said these could 
be discussed, the spokesman 
added. 


The explanation given by the 
Soviet spokesman of Tsarapkin’s 
statement could foreshadow a 
change in the Soviet position, but 
it was not discernible as the state- 
ment was presented, Western 
sources said. The first impression 
was that the Soviet Union was 
not departing from its stand that 
Soviet technicians must have com- 
plete charge of control posts in 
the Soviet Union, these sources 
added.

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Voting Inequities 


Mount in Georgia 


The DeKalb County delegation to the 
General Assembly has rendered a public 
service in again focusing attention on the 
need for legislative reapportionment. 

Its open letter addressed to the peo- 
ple of Georgia, the governor, the con- 
gressional delegation and members of the 
General Assembly offers dramatic proof 
of the virtual disfranchisement of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Georgians. 

The 234,000 residents of DeKalb, for 
instance, have only three votes in the 
House while the 231,000 citizens of the 40 
smallest counties have 40 votes. More than 
half of the people of Georgia live in 16 
counties but. they have less than one- 
fifth of the votes in the House. 

Going a step further, the letter points 
out that more than 40 per cent of Geor- 
gians reside in the eight largest counties. 
Their total representation is so limited 
that it is matched by the 3 per cent who 
comprise the population of the 24 small- 
est counties. 

The. situation is becoming increas- 
ingly intolerable as migration continues 
to the state’s 76 growing counties. How 
any fair-minded Georgian can in good 
conscience defend such an undemocratic 
setup is beyond comprehension. 

Moreover, it would be well for all ad- 
vocates of the present system in Georgia 
to give due consideration to that portion 
of the letter citing Sens. Russell and Tal- 
madge’s plea for national support of the 
principle of government by the consent of 
the governed. “Unless we practice what 
they are preaching,” the letter continued, 
“their case will be weakened and made 
to sound empty.” Such logic.is irrefu- 
table. 

Relief through redistricting the State 
Senate on a population. basis, as the 
DeKalb representatives suggést, is the 
least that should be done. In so doing, the 
rotation system, the great obstacle to 
strengthening the voice of the Senate, 
could be eliminated. 

But regardless of the final shape given 
to proposed plans for reapportionment, 
steps must be taken soon to give Geor- 
gians representative government as a re- 
placement for the mockery thereof now 
existing. 

Continued failure of the state to rem- 
edy any of the inequities imposed by the 
county unit system undoubtedly will lead 
to renewed efforts to obtain relief through 
the federal courts. : 

It could well be that the latter course 
in the not too distant future will be pro- 
ductive of changes far more sweeping 
than that proposed by the DeKalb dele- 
gation.

Sen. Talmadge Is Right 
In Third Party Views 


Sen. Herman Talmadge is, we believe, 
correct to say that a third party would 
do the South more harm than good. The 
region would lose more thereby than it 
would gain, he said in a talk to the Rotary 
Club of Rome, via amplified telephone. 

There is no real grass-roots sentiment 
for such a party. The senator certainly is 
right when he says such a plan would 
isolate the South from politics and from 
any fringe support. 

It is certainly true that a bolt would 
cost the Southern sénators and con- 
gressmen important committee chair- 
manships. They would no longer be rep- 
resenting the Democratic Party. 

The senator preferred, he was quoted 
as saying, that the states have a system 
of unpledged electors. Such a system 
seems to us to be one which prevents an 
expression by the people. Under it the 
people could not vote for the nominees of 
the party with any asstrance their wishes 
would be carried out. 

A state might divide its vote between 
the nominees of the two parties. But the 
unpledged electors might then vote for 
someone else, ignoring the ‘expressed 
choices of the voters. This is hardly ethi- 
cal or moral. Deliberately to deprive the 
voter of his choice is to stultify the dem- 
ocratic process. Some of the states are 
now planning to do just this. We trust 
that on second thought they will not. 

Sen. Talmadge listed Sens. Lyndon 
Johnson, Stuart Symington, John Ken- 
nedy, and Gov. Robert Meyner, of New 
Jersey, as Democrats having a chance 
at the nomination. Of these, he said he 
would prefer the Texan, Lyndon John- 
son. This almost certainly would be the 
unanimous Southern choice. 

The political tempo will step up as the 
months come and go, Next year is the big 
test.

Some of the other medical ex- 
penses to look for are X-ray and 
therapy treatments, glasses, false 
teeth, hearing aids, crutches, 
braces, wheel chairs, seeing-eye 
dogs, and ambulance service. 
Transportation costs for medical 
care and treatment are a part 
of your medical expense, too. 

Premium paid for hospitaliza- 
tion, health and accident insurance 
are usually considered medical 
expense. Reimbursements of 
medical expenses received from 
your insurance company must be 
subtracted from your total med- 
ical expense. Special foods and 
beverages prescribed by a doc- 
tor, institutional care for mental- 
ly or physically handicapped per- 
sons, trips prescribed by a doc- 
tor for the treatment of a specific 
condition, and meals furnished a 
nurse staying in your home are 
some other items that shouldn't 
be overlooked. 


You may regard your dog or 
cat as a member of the family, 
but veterinary fees and expenses 
cannot be included in medical 
expenses.

$10,000 or $15,000, depending on 
your age, situation and the num- 
ber of dependents. So if your 
medical expenses are as much 
as $2,500, be sure and check the 
limitation that might apply to you. 


In your State of Georgia return, 
you need not separate medicine 
and drugs from other expenses. 
If you are under 65 years of age, 
subtract 5 per cent of your in- 
come from the total medical ex- 
penses to arrive at your deduc- 
ton. Using the same example de- 
scribed above, the deduction 
for medical expenses on the 
State of Georgia return would be 
$150. This is figured by subtract- 
ing $250 (5 per cent of $5,000) 
from $400. The State of Georgia 
allows taxpayers over 65 years of 
age to deduct all their medical 
expense. It also has rules limit- 
ing the total amount you can de- 
duct in one year. This limit is 
usually $1,250 for a single tax- 
payer with no dependents and 
$2,500 for husband and wife filing 
a joint return, plus $1,250 for each 
dependent. 


WHEN TO DEDUCT — Your 
medical expenses are deductible 
in the year you pay the bill. If 
you had an operation in 1957 and 
paid the bill in 1958, the payments 
you made should be included in 
your medical expenses for 1958. 
On the other hand, if you had an 
operation in 1958 and do not pay 
for it until 1959, you will have to 
wait until next year to claim that 
expense as a deduction.

Quiet maneuvering by Clayton 
County legislators Friday won 
passage of a bill insuring adequate 
subpoena and contempt powers for 
a committee to investigate affairs 
of Atlanta’s Municipal Airport. 

Joined by Administration Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty, who spon- 
sored the bill in the House, Reps. 
Edgar Blalock and William J. 
(Bill) 
County Rep. Tom Ellis, got the 


bill called up out of order for ‘ 


passage. 


The bill also insures that the 
permanent Senate Watchdog Com- 
mittee—which had trouble with 
balky witnesses last year — has 
powers to subpoena books and rec- 
ords and have witnesses cited for 
contempt in local Superior Court. 


PASSED 147 TO 1 


The bill was passed by a vote 
of 147 to 1. The lone opponent 
was Rep. Emory Rowland of 
Johnson County. 


Twitty, in speaking for the bill, 
said, “In my opinion this is one 
of the most important bills we've 
had before the House.” He de- 
clared that it “restores the inde- 
pendence of the House and Senate 
more than any piece of legisla- 
tion.”” 

The Mitchell County legislator | 
said there had been some ques- 
tion about the legality of subpoena 
powers which the Legislature had 
attempted to grant its commit- 
tees. 


CONSENT UNANIMOUS 


Clar’ton’s legislators, along with 
others who backed the airport 
investigating resolution, began 
anxious maneuvering to get the 
bill called up for passage Friday 
morning when it appeared two- 
thirds of the way down on the 
day's calendar which had been 
set by the House Rules Commit- 
tee. 


Since the Rules Committee cal- | 
ender required Speaker George | 
Smith to “call the bills in the or- 
der’ in which they were listed, 
Blalock and Lee felt the House 
would not get to the bill unless 
it was called up out of order. 

Blalock, Lee, Twitty, Ellis and 
others appealed to Smith. Then 
Blalock asked unanimous consent 
of the House that the bill be called 
up for consideration. He got it.

age that “it assures that the reso- 
lution creating an investigating 
committee on the Atlanta airport 
will have subpoena powers.’’ He

The bill says the House and 
Senate have power to grant to 
any of its committee ‘“‘full power 
and authority to compel attend 
ance before the committee of per- 
sons as witnesses who shall be 
required to testify ... and to pro- 
duce documentary and other evi- 
dence...” 


Under the act, any person fail- 
ing or refusing to appear on sub- 
poena or to produce records called 
for can be compelled ‘“‘by the 
Superior Court having jurisdiction 
over the person...to appear or 
to produce evidence” and may be 
cited for contempt. 


14 BILLS PASS 

Last-minute action by the Sen- 
ate resulted in passage of three 
DeKalb County bills, three affect- 
ing Gwinnett, six for Fulton and 
two for Clayton. Most important 
among them were bills giving At- 
lanta power to issue special use 
permits, taking the ceiling off At- 
lanta business licenses and one 
setting up a 16-member DeKalb 
Local Government Study Commis- 
sion.

Bandit Robs 
Site of Brutal 


1957 Slaying 


A lone Negro bandit Friday 
robbed a Boulevard, NE, laundry 
station—the scene of a brutal un- 
solved murder eighteen months 
ago. 


A robber beat and choked to 
death Mrs. Inez Zackery Rosser, 
62, during a robbery of the laundry 
station on July 13, 1957. 


Friday’s robbery at 3:15 p.m. 
netted about $100 for the slight, 
middle-aged Negro who attempt- 
ed to disguise his features with 
sun glasses. 


Mrs. Mamie Dixon, the man- 
ager, said the man entered and 
asked to leave a pair of coveralls 
in the name of “Willie Butler.” 


Next, she said, he whipped out a 
pistol and warned her and Kath- 
erine Jordan, a helper: 


“Come here and do as I say 
and you won't get hurt.” 


He told Mrs. Jordan to hand 
him the money from the cash 
register, then demanded that in 
a cash tray under the counter. 


Deputies B. G. Holland and Y. 
H. Allen said he instructed the 
two women to go into the back, 
followed them there and made 
them sit down. Then he vaulted 
a four-foot high counter and dis- 
appeared. 


In the 1957 slaying, the body of 
Mrs. Rosser was found just inside 
the doorway. Officers said she 
had been beaten about the face 
and choked with a necktie which 
was found still about her neck.
